An Aot to authorise payment and appropriation of oeitain, 
further Bums from and out of the Consolidated Fund of 
India for the service of the year ending on the 31st day of 
March, 1951. 

[81st December, 1950] 


Be it enacted by parliament as follows: — 

1. Short title. — This Act mar be called the Appropriation (No 4) Aot, 
1960. 

2. Issue of Ra. 68,99,56,000 out of the Consolidated Fund of India for 
the year 1960-51. — Prom and out of the Consolidated Fund of India 
there may be paid and applied sums not exceeding those specified in 
column 8 of the Schedule amounting in the aggregate to the sum of six ty - 
three ororee, ninety-nine lakhs and fifty-six thousand rupees towards de- 
fraying the several charges which will come in oourse of payment during 
the year ending on the 81st day of March, 1951, in respect of the services 
epeoified in column 2 of the Schedule. 

8. Appropriation. — The sums authorised to be paid and applied from 
and out of the Consolidated Fund of India by this Aot shall be appropria- 
ted for the services and purposes expressed in the Schedule in relation to 
the year ending on the 81st day of March, 1951.

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THE COAL MINES PROVIDENT FUND AND BONUS 
SCHEMES (AMENDMENT) ACT, 1950. 

No. LXXX oe 1950 

An Aot further to amend the Coal Mines Provident Fund and 
Bonus Sohemes Aot, 1948. 

[81st December, 1950] 

Bh it enacted by Parliament as follows : — 

1. Short title. — This Act may be called the Coal Mines Provident Eund 
and Bonus Schemes (Amendment) Act, 1950. 

2. Amendment at section 1, Act XLVI ol 1948.— In sub-section (£) of 
section 1 of the Coal Mines Provident Fund and Bonus Sohemes Act, 1948 
(hereinafter referred to as the said Aot), for the words 'except the States 
of Hyderabad, Jammu and Kashmir, Mysore and Travancore-Cochin” the 
words "except the State of Jammu and Kashmir’’ shall be substituted. 

3. Amendment of section 2, Act XLVT of 1948.— In olausn (a) of bbo- 

thn 2 of the said Act, for the words "employee in a ooal mine’’, the word 
"employee" shall be substituted. 

4. Amendment of sections 3 and 5, Act XLVI of 1948. — In sub-section 
(1) of seotion 3 and in sub-section ( 1 ) of section 5 of the said Aot, for the 
words "employees in coal mines”, the word "employees’’ shall be 
substituted. 

5. Ins ertion of new section 11A In Act XLVI of 1948. — After seotion 
11 of the said Act, the following section shall be inserted, namely: — 

"11A. Protection for ads done tn good faith . — No suit or other 
legal proceeding shall lie against any person in respect of anything 
whioh is in good faith done or intended to be done under this Aot 
or under any sohome framed thoreunder. ” 

6. Amendment of Second Schedule, Aot XLVI of 1948. — In item 1 
of the Second Schedule to the said Act, for tho words "employee in a ooal 
mine", the word "employee" shall be substituted.
